ALDERSHOT, England (CP)— 
Canada's volunteer army in 
training shook Itself from damp 
and cold blankets on England's 
coldest day of the year today and 
prepared to spend Christmas in 
camp and enjoy leaves' with rela¬ 
tives and friends. 

“Some of the Soldiers not accus¬ 
tomed to the weather went to bed 
with socks and underwear on as 
the temperature went to 29 de¬ 
grees, the coldest since Decem¬ 
ber 28, 1938. 

The envy of the whole contin¬ 
gent as Christmas decorations 
were hung up and talk centred on 
plum pudding and turkey were 
the troops billeted In three bar¬ 
racks newly built on the spider 
principle, with central heating 
ang hot water. 

FIVE DAYS' LEAVE ' 

Thousands of Canadians started 
off on ftveday leaves at noon. Of 
these a quarter headed to London 
and the rest to various parts of 
the British Isles. Trains were 
packed on the 90-minute Alder- 
shot-London run with troops, in¬ 
cluding British soldiers, burdened 
down with kits and tin hats, and 
singing, shouting and playing 
mouth organs and an occasional 
bagpipe.

KAPID RETREAT 

COPENHAGEN (API—Reports 
from Norwegian border points 
today described the Russian re¬ 
treat in Arctic Finland as ap¬ 
proaching the magnitude of a 
"catastrophe.'' 

Watchers on the frontier said 
the southernmost Russian Arctic 
forces now were in the vicinity 
of Salmljaervl, a point they were 
reported to have passed in their 
southward advance Of the past 
week before the movement re- 
■jrnmt ,-'—— L - jr. 

The Arctic highway at that 
point swings eastward, and other 
reports said the main direction of 
the Russian retreat also was east¬ 
ward—toward the port of Kola, 
Russia, instead of northward to¬ 
ward the Finnish port of Pet¬ 
samo 

Soviet transport ships, previ¬ 
ously stationed at Petsamo when 
the Arctic push began more than 
three weeks ago, were said now to 
have departed. 

The weather was calm and 
clear, but the extreme cold con¬ 
tinued. Retreating troops ob¬ 
served from the frontier seemed 
to be trying to keep warm. 

Motorized troops rode in lorries 
for a short distance, then Jumped 
off and ran far s while for 
warmth. 

It was considered significant 
that no southward moving supply 
trucks had been observed In the 
last two days, nor any other Indi¬ 
cation of food or munitions arriv¬ 
ing from The north. 

Inhabitants who were familiar 
with the bitter cold of this region 
said they believed thousands of 
Russians had perished. 

The dispatches from the Salml¬ 
jaervl nickel mining region said 
a large scale Red Army retreat 
was under way, but whether this 
was a tactical move or indicated a 
military triumph for the hard- 
fighting Finns was uncertain. 
BED LEADER OUSTED 

MOSCOW (AP) — Unofficial 
reports circulated In Moscow to¬ 
night that the Soviet commander- 
in-chief of the Leningrad military 
district, who was directing the 
campaign against Finland, has 
been dismissed from his post. 

According to these reports, he 
was summoned to the Kremlin 
two days ago and asked for an ex¬ 
planation of his lack of success. 
He was reportedly blamed for 
trying to secure too quick a vic¬ 
tory over the Finns without ade¬ 
quate preparation.

- An army communique said 
heavy explosions were heard 
from the nickel mines, which the 
Finns themselves had dynamited, 
when they withdrew earlier in 
the campaign before the Russian 
drive southward was turned. 

It reported repulse of attack¬ 
ing Russian forces with heavy 
losses at half a down points 
along the southeastern and east¬ 
ern fronts. In Intensive action 
yesterday on the vital Karelian 
Isthmus the Finns reported de¬ 
stroying seven Russian tanks 

The communique declared that 
“our success continues" on the 
tails sector, where for the past 
three days Finnish forces have 
been driving back the Russian 
column which was making the 
main thrust westward across Fin¬ 
land's narrowest part Just above 
the Arctic Circle 

Finnish anti-aircraft batteries 
shot down one of seven Russian 
aircraft which dropped 20 to 30 
bombs in the Helsingfors area in 
the fourth successive day of Rus¬ 
sian raids. 

Numerous villages around 
Helslngfora were attacked by the 
raiders, who ranged as far as 
Tammisaari, 595 miles southwest 
of the capital. 

No casual lies were reported 
and the damage apparently was 
not extensive. 

Before the air attack on the 
Helsingfors area, the Russian 
planes came In a snowstorm and 
dropped pamphlets on the capital, 
many of them drifting toward the

For a time 
he resided In the Bulien home on 
St. Charles Street, before buying 
his home on Beach Drive.

OTTAWA—So far as the fed¬ 
eral treasury Is concerned, the 
financial picture of the war so 
far has been, the source of con¬ 
siderable governmental satisfac¬ 
tion. This has been due to the 
unexpected productivity of the 
special war taxes enacted at the 
special session of Parliament. 

At the time, it was estimated 
that the new taxes would yield 
some 131,000,000 for the period 
from their imposition to the end 
of the fiscal year—March 31 
next. By the end of this month, 
however, their yield, according to 
treasury sources, will cross the 
$30,000,000 and the total now anti¬ 
cipated by the end of the fiscal 
year is $354)00.000. 

With the additional sources of 
taxation tapped at the special 
session yielding new revenue at 
the rate of upwards of $604)004100. 
per year, there la situ the pos¬ 
sibility that recourse may not be 
had at the coming session of Par 
Uament to any increase In the 
rate of personal income tax 
through lowering existing exemp¬ 
tions, but policy undoubtedly la 
under consideration.

the Soviet retreat in the northern Arctic sec¬ 
tion la approaching the magnitude of a "ca¬ 
tastrophe," there la sufficient reliable news 
coming over the cables today to suggest that 
something has gone radically wrong with 
Moscow's program for the suppression of a 
brave nation. In the first place, of course, 
Stalin’s tr o op s . In morale and military direc¬ 
tion, obviously are no match for the men 
who are fighting for their very existence. It 
la doubtful If more than a small percentage 
of the Invading army has Its heart In Its Job. 
Numerical superiority, abundance of mechan¬ 
ized equipment, however, may encourage It 
—provided climatic vagaries do not exact too 
large a toll of men and machines. 

An Intimation that Soviet planes dropped 
batches of pamphlets on Helsingfors today. 
Instead of bombs, may mean much or little. 
However, the confident assertion by the Fin¬ 
nish military authorities that the southern 
most Russian Arctic forces are back In posi¬ 
tions they were reported to have passed a 
week ago, that the Invaders are In full retreat 
In the Petsamo sector, and that the defenders 
are holding their own against bitter attacks 
by the enemy In the east and on the Karelian 
Isthmus, has not drawn any denial from Men 
cow. Reports also persist that the bitter cold 
ot the virtually uninhabitable areas deso¬ 
lated by the Flnna who had left towns and 
villages In ashes—has resulted In many 
deaths from freezing and general suffering 
through lack of shelter. Observers have 
noted, moreover, that no Soviet trucks are 
moving southward, as they should be mov¬ 
ing If troops were on the advance. 

What the outcome In Finland will be, only 
time win tell. What the world has already 
learned, however, la that the Soviet steamrol 
ler la not running smoothly. Many figura¬ 
tive monkey wrenches have been thrown lqto 
It by the fighting forces of a brave people 
With 40 to 1 odds against them, the Flnna 
have entered the fourth week of the conflict, 
asking only that their friends of other coun¬ 
tries aid them with airplanes and artillery. 
Given that assistance, knowing the world Is 
following the defence of their homeland with 
admiration, they do not seem to he In doubt 
about the final reckoning. It la an encourag¬ 
ing spectacle, this valiant fight Finland la 
waging against the much-vaunted might of 
the Soviet, and IU successful conclusion— 
or even Its protraction without definite de¬ 
cision—may wen be the turning point of 
that other war which so far has fooled all 
the expert prognosticators. 

Fighting Populations 

DRITISH PEOPLES AND THE PEOPLES 
^ of neutral nations naturally hope the 
present conflict can be confined to those 
countries now actually engaged In the fight 
against Hitlerism and Stalinism. The world 
naturally understands tyhy all the sovereign 
states at present not.al.waj continue to de¬ 
clare their Intention to avoid fighting at all 
coats. But there la one disturbing fact which 
will not down. It la the evidence that hos¬ 
tilities In Europe already have embroiled two 
Empires and three countries with a Joint 
population of no leas than 850.000,000. In 
addition to this the 30-month-old undeclared 
war In China continues to engage approxi¬ 
mately 470.000.000 Chinese and 75,000,000 
Japanese.. In other words, out of the world’s 
population of about 2,000,000,000, only 640,- 
000,000 are not actively engaged In human 
conflict 

Nor la this all. On the continent of 
Europe at the present time there are 14 
countries armed to the teeth, not knowing 
from one day to another when they will be 
called upon to defend themselves against 
the tactics which have forced the British and 
French Empires Into a struggle which not 
only was not of tlielr seeking but which 
could have been avoided had It not been for 
the "senseless ambitions" of one man—Adolf 
Hitler. These countries and their respective 
populations follow: 

Sweden. 6,300.000; Norway, 3,000,000; Den 
mark, 1700.000; Holland, 4.200,000; Bel- 
glum, 8r400,000; Luxemburg. 300,000; Switzer- 
land. A200.000; Italy, 44.000.000: Turkey. 
16,0001000; Greece, 7,000,000; Rumania, 20, 
000,000; Bulgaria, 6,000,000; Hungary, 11,- 
000,000. 

Combined hi the foregoing Independent 
states Is a population of about 150,000,000, 
half of them with armed forces that could 
give an excellent account of themselves In¬ 
dividually. or, In collaboration with other 
nations fighting the same battle, oould make 
things decidedly difficult for the aggressors. 
The fact nevertheless remains that nearly 
three-fourths of the world actually Is at war, 
while thoae nations In Europe which have 
avoided open conflict so far are running 
national temperatures which at any time may 
reach the danger point sod Involve them. 
This does not leave out of the reckoning the 
possible effect which recent developments on 
the sea and in the air may have upon the 
archpriest of Naztlam. One of there morn¬ 
ings the world may wake up to find that the 
isolation of the aggreasor nations Is beginning 
to have Its effect on the brutal Harlan mind. 
This may be too much to hope fot; but this 
war already has produced so many surprises 
that nothing either atrociously bad or amaz¬ 
ingly good will seriously shock us or choke 
us with delight
